APPROVES INDIAN STATUE 


House Agrees to Resolution For Fig* 
ure In New York Harbor. 
W ashington, Feb. 22.—The Goulden 
resolution, 
providing 
for 
a 
heroic 
statu e of the North American Indian 
on a federal reservation in New York 
harbor, was agreed to by the house. 
The Improved O rder of Red Men had 
endorsed the bill. 
The project, which involves no ex­ 
pense to the governm ent, was started 
in 19»i9 In New York, at a m eeting of 
army officers.

Two Feet of Water. 


Meadville, Pa., Feb. 22.—H er frozen 
hands still Hinging to the ice, and the 
balance of her body still subm erged, 
the body of 
Miss Bessie M argaret 
Prit e, nineteen years old, one of the 
leading young women of Cochranton. 


whs found near her home, w here abe 
had miserably perished. 
About 3 o’clock Monday Miss Pierce 
had started out for a walk, and ber 
course led her about two railes up 
French creek to a point where the 
family had spent several weeks in 
camp last sum m er. 
The girl had started to return to 
her home across fields that had re­ 
cently been overflowed with w ater to 
a depth of from one to four feet, the 
w ater being left in pools which had 
frozen over. 
On the way she had 
taken a short cut through a plot of 
thin brush, and the trail allowed that 
she had broken through the ice where 
the water was shallow several tim es. 
There were signs of the struggle 
where the girl had stumbled and pull­ 
ed herself up by some bush, until at 
last, exhausted, she broke 
through 
where the w ater was about two feet 
deep and there perished. The broken 
Ice showed that Miss Pierce had made 
a brave fight. 
T here were splotches 
of blood on the ice, and her frozen 
hands were cut and bruised and cov­ 
ered with blood.

they fooling you?" the sister asked. 
The reply of Mrs. Cusumano, ub given 
by the witness, was: 
“ I saw it done with my own eve* 
They gave him one blow in the neck 
with the axe.” 
“ W here is he buried?” the ques­ 
tioner |iersisted, according to her tes­ 
timony. 
“ Ile isn t buried, but wrapped In a 
quilt tied with wire and thrown into 
the sea at 3 o’clock at night,” Mrs. 
Cusumano is said to have replied.

Historic 
Change In Great Britain’* 


Constitution W ill Come With 
Its 


Adoption. 


London, Feb. 22.—Prem ier Asquith j 
Introduced in the house of commons 
the governm ent bill to abolish the 
veto power of the house of lords. If it 
passes it will accomplish a historic 
change in the parliam entary system of 
G reat Britain. 
The greatest controversy known in 
England for several generations lie 
gan with both sides apparently deter­ 
mined not to yield except to superior 
force. A full house faced Mr. Asquith 
when he rose to m ake the custom ary 
explanatory statem ent on the intro­ 
duction of a m easure of such moment. 
Tickets for seats in the public galler­ 
ies had been exhausted weeks befoie 
and .th e 
diplom atic and peers bal­ 
conies were thronged with interested 
ones. 
The prem ier lost no time in letting 
the opposition know that he felt the 
country was behind him, and therefore 
did not hesitate to reintroduce the 
bill without a change of a word in 
the form in which it had its first read­ 
ing last year. The measure, he said, 
bad gone before the electorate at the 
recent 
elections and 
had been en­ 
dorsed by the return of its support­ 
ers to the house of commons with a 
m ajority of 126. 


Case of Political Sjicide. 
Mr. ABquith declared that when the 
lords rejected the budget of 19<i9 they 
comm itted 
(xditica! suicide. 
History 
would say that it was the most stu­ 
pendous act of politi* a 1 blindness ever 
perpetrated. H ereditary in origin, ir­ 
responsible in the exert ise of its pow­ 
ers and overwhelm ingly partisan in 
Its attila: tom posit ion—that was the 
body to which the law intrusted the 
right to delay and check the consid­ 
ered decisions of elected representa­ 
tives of the people. 
The prem ier said he did not propose 
to dispense with a second chamber. 
They had already 
suffered 
enough 
from the evils of what was practically 
a single-cham ber governm ent; but the 
country required an immediate remedy 
for the present 
evil, and could »oc 
await a re'ease from the dangerous 
and intolerable situation until the long 
and laborious process necessary loi 
the creation of a new second chamber 
had been completed 
Mr. Asquith was followed bv A. J. 
Balfour. The leader of the opposition 
commented upon the absence of all 
evidence of a conciliatory spirit in the 
prem ier’s speech. 
All were agreed, 
he said, that there should be a modifi­ 
cation of 
the relation of 
the two 
houses, hut the reconstruction of the 
house of lords should be the subject 
of cautious deliberation. 
The bica­ 
m eral system must prevail, and the 
house of commons m ust he the pre­ 
dom inant partner. 
Mr. Balfour said he was convinced 
that some leaves of hereditary was 
necessary for the second chamber. He 
desired a peaceful arrangem ent, and 
he would do much so that a great 
struggle misfit be settled without con 
troversial violence, which It was es­ 
pecially desirable to avoid In a com 
nation year; but there were some Is­ 
sues so great that no compromise was 
possible, and if fought out they must 
he carried over the heads of the Un 
Ion I st party.

Grove, Pa., National bauk, was flied 
upon when he appeared to collect the 
money he had demanded, but he es­ 
caped unhurt, 
Mr. Pvle received a letter dem and­ 
ing that he place an envelope contain­ 
ing $50 on the top step of his home 
in West Grove Mr. Pyle’s life and that 
of bis little daughter was threatened 
lf he failed to comply. 
Mr. Pyle told some of hi* friends, 
who armed them selves and waited for 
the letter writer.

was awarded chiefly for counsel fees.

TO HONOR CARDINAL 


Will Erect Gibbons Hall at Catholic 
U niversity at W ashington. 
New York, Feb. 22 —-A movement Is 
to be projected by the Americ an hier­ 
archy of the Catholic church to erect 
a f .OO,inn) building at the Catholic 
University at Washington to be know n 
as the Cardinal Gibbons hall. 
This gift to the university Is to 
com m em orate tho blueth anniversary 
of Cardinal Gibbon's ordination to the 
priesthood and his twenty-fifth year 
as a m em ber of the Sacred College of 
Cardinals. 
The 
funds to meet the 
cost of this building will be collected 
In all of the Catholic dioceses in the 
United States. 
Ground will be broken on June 30, 
which will be the cardinal's anniver­ 
sary clay. The building will be of gray 
stone, in Tudor Gothic arcRecture. It 
will have a frontage of nearly 209 
feet on Michigan avenue and will ex­ 
tend along the west line of the univer­ 
sity grounds. Gibbons hall will be used 
for dorm itories aud adm inistration of­ 
fices. 


TWO BATTLESHIP PROGRAM 


Naval Building Program of Adminis­ 
tration Endorsed by House. 
W ashington, Feb. 22.—T he 
entire 
navy building program for 1913 was 
approved by the bouse. It is as fol­ 
lows: Two 27,IKK) ton battleships, two 
fleet colliers, eight torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers and tour submarines. 
The section cif the naval appropria­ 
tion bill providing for the construc­ 
tion ot two big fighters in the coming 
fisc al year was passed by a vote of 
139 to 114, after an am endm ent was 
offered by R epresentative 
Richmond 
Pearson Hobson to incresae the num ­ 
ber to three was lost by a vote of 
IGI to 9. 
The two battleships are to l>e of 
the su|>er-Dreadnought type, carrying 
twelve ton ll ©en-Inch guns.

on a charge of perjury. 
The charge was made as a result of 
a comparison of a record of the 19»)6 
grand Jury with testim ony given out 
by John A. Gibson, a former county 
treasurer. 
Cox testified in 1909 that he bad 
not received any portion of the g ra­ 
tuities which the state investigation 
commission discovered had been paid 
by various banks to at least three for­ 
mer county treasurers. 


MINISTER VINDICATED 
DY CHURCH JURY 


Woman Accused Him cf In- 
preper Conduct. 


York, Pa., Feb. 22.—After a spicy 
trial before an ecclesiastical body of 
the central Pennsylvania conference 
of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal church, 
which lasted nine hours, Rev. Ha ry 
Daniels, pastor of the West Street 
M. E. church, this city, and c hairm an 
of the Anti saloon league, was acquit­ 
ted of charges of alleged improper 
conduct, made by 
Mrs. Edward M. 
8 * rom, a pretty young woman, for­ 
merly a probationer of bis church. 
Mrs Bch rom previously made an af­ 
fidavit beto!e a local alderm an, charg­ 
ing her former pastor with attem pting 
to induce ber to come into his parlor 
for purposes unbecoming the Christian 
minister. 
The woman alleges that Rev. Dan­ 
iels, alter she bud entered the par­ 
sonage, pulled down the blinds and 
locked the 
door so that 
outsiders 
couldn’t peer in. 
She threatened to 
m ake an outcry, which prevented him 
from attem pting further liberties. 
When these rum ors became current 
u|K>n the street. Rev. Daniels asked to 
be 
beard 
before a church 
council 
that 
be 
might 
vindicate 
himself 
against the charges. Rev. Dr. W. W. 
Evans, superintendent of the H arris 
burg district, called a meeting and ajy 
pointed an ecclesiastical Jury to bear 
and try the case. 
After hearing both sides, Rev. Dan­ 
iels was found to be “not guilty" and 
that there were evidences of conspir­ 
acy, as he bad proven a complete 
alibi as to the dates made In the 
charges upon which the offenses were 
alleged to have beeu committed. 


Fifty Killed In Battle. 
Jlddah, Arabia, Feb. 22.—The tribes­ 
men, who are allies of Seyid Idrixe,

Mr. Beveridge attacked the va , 
lidity of the Illinois senator’s election. * 
He contended th a t a su f f ic ie n t num- 1 
ber of m em bers of the Illinois legis­ 
lature had been tainted to render Mr. 
Lorimer's success the result of cor­ 
ruption and urged the adoption of his 
resolution vacating the seat. 
The speaker appealed to senators to 
regard the case from the standpoint 
of judges and not to be influenc ed by 
their feelings or by the eloquence of 
o ther senators. 
“It is the integrity of the election 
and not of the m em bers that m ust de­ 
term ine our votes," said Mr. Bever­ 
idge, “and we m ust decide the ques­ 
tion upon its m erits."

Mr. C arter said as much as this 
and started out to rectify things by 
introducing a bill to inc rease the com­ 
pensation of representatives and sen 
ators. This bill would increase the 
pay of each member of either body 
from BI GOO for eac h regular session 
to $200<i. 
It would leave the com pensation for 
special sessions at 1500, aa at pres 
ent, and also would m ake no change 
in the allowance of 20 cents a mile 
for traveling expenses for both regu 
tar and spec ial sessions. 
In addition to the change In salary, 
Mr. C a rter’s bill provides: 
“That mem bers of the general as­ 
sembly shall be allowed and shall re 
calve, in addition to the compensation 
and mileage within provided for, the 
sum of $25 for every regular and the 
sum of $10 for every extra session for 
stationery and also postage stam ps to 
the value of $25 for each regular aes 
aion and $10 for each extra session.'' 
T he present allowance for regulai 
sessions Is $50 for stationery and $I0U 
In postage, while at special sessions 
th ere is a Ho allowance for station 
ery.

Just so long asTlie handlers and dis­ 
tributers of the products of the soil 
are able to so manipulate the situa­ 
tion as to get 66 cents out of every 
dollar’s worth of produce raised, so 
long will there exist a must powerful 
in flu en t toward th e formation of co­ 
operative enterprises which will cut 
cross lots to the consumer and leave 
the jobber and middleman out of the 
deal. 
Standing all the expense and 
risk involved In production, it la only 
fair that the producer should receive 
more than 36 per cent of the market 
value of the crop for his labors.
